He was called 
upon by many distinguished politi- 
cians from Maryland, Pennsylvania 
and "West Virginia during the fore- 
noon, among them being some who 
opposed him in his former campaigns 
but who are now warm supporters of 
him and his policies. 


At 2:30 o'clock Mr. Bryan was es- 


corted to a platform overlooking the 
plaza where he was greeted by a tre- 
mendous crowd who stood in the sun 
and listened to his discussion of po- 
litical issues. 
In this crowd were 


several hundred from this county who 
went to Cumberland especially to 
hear and see the Peerless Leader. 


In his remarks before presenting 


Mr. Bryan Gen. Joseph Sprigg as- 
sured the candidate that he would re- 
ceive the electoral vote of Maryland. 


In Mr. Bryan's speech he advocated 


the establishing of a department of 
labor in the President's cabinet, dis- 
cussed the trust question, demanding 
regulation and condemning monopo- 
lies. He advocated the enactment of 
laws that would guarantee to deposi- 
tors in banks the return of their 
money, dollar for dollar, in case of 
bank failures, his plan being to tax 
banks a fraction of one per cent, on

Benjamin G. Reighard, one of Rains- 
burg's most esteemed citizens, enter- 
ed into rest, succumbing to the rav- 
ages of typhoid fever, with which he 
had'been ill for over five weeks. Dur- 
ing the last week he was also afflicted 
with hiccoughs, which greatly aggra- 
vated his condition. His age was 37 
years, 11 months and 25 days. 


Mr. 
Reighard's 
parents 
were 


Abram and Caroline Reighard and he 
was born in Bedford Township near 
Imlertown on October 17, 1870. 
In 


early life he taught several terms in 
the schools of the township and later 
was 
principal 
of the 
Rainsburg 


schools. He began merchandising at 
the latter place and continued until 
the end of his life. On December 29, 
1898, deceased was married to Miss 
Carrie May Diehl, daughter of Nevin 
Diehl, and this union was blessed 
with three children, who survive: 
Caroline Beatrice, Walter Randolf, 
and Lawrence Diehl; these are all 
young and the widowed mother, who 
is now ill with fever, has the sym- 
pathy of all.

he knows as little about my record as 
he does about the public questions 
which he has attempted to discuss. 
He accuses me of being changeable 
and of abandoning issues. 
Let me 


refer to the questions which I have 
been discussing: 


First—I began with the tariff ques- 


tion twenty-eight years ago and I 
have been a tariff reformer all these 
years. Mr. Taft is just beginning to 
see the necessity for tariff reform. 


Second—The election of Senators 


by the people. T began advocating it 
as early as 3890 and I have been ad- 
vocating it ever since. In his notifi- 
cation speech ho announces that he is 
personally inclined to this. This, so 
far as I know, is his first utlerancc in 
favor of this reform and he makes it 
eighteen years after I began to work 
for it.

Third—The income tax: I helped 
to draw tile income tax law in 1894

He took great inter- 
est in his home and community; that 
he was held in high regard was 
proved by the large concourse o£ peo- 
ple at his funeral and by the beauti- 
ful floral tributes sent. He was sec- 
retary of the Rainsburg School Board 
and tax collector of the borough. In 
politics he was a life-long Democrat.

Dr. W. A. Otto Wuth died at his 


residence, Penn and Bedford Streets, 
yesterday at 7:30 a. m., after a con- 
tinued illness. 
Dr. Wuth was born 


in Weisbaden, Germany. 
He gradu- 


ated from Heidelburg University and 
came to America to take charge of 
the laboratory of the Pennsylvania 
Salt Company at Natrona. 
A few 


years later he opened a laboratory in 
Pittsburg. His numerous inventions 
of new and cheap processes oC manu- 
facturing iron and steel marked a 
new epoch in those industries. 
He 


also invented the only successful pro- 
cess of making Portland cement from 
furnace slag. He has been called the 
father of applied science in the manu- 
facture of iron and steel. 
Owing to 


ill health he retired from business IS 
months ago and came to Bedford to 
live. 


Dr. Wuth is survived by his wife 


and two sons, William Barclay who 
lives on a fruit ranch in Kennewick, 
Wash., and Berthold, a civil engineer 
in Oakland, Cal. 


The funeral services will be held 


tomorrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. In- 
terment private.

French romantic school of art, was 
very poor in his youth.

It was extremely large, con- 
taining several figures the size of life, 
and to buy the canvas and colors took 
all the money Delacroix had. A frame 
was out of the question, but a good ua- 
tured carpenter gave the young artist 
four strips of lath, of which Delacroix 
made a rude framework for his mas- 
terpiece, which he then sent to the 
salon. But he had hardly a hope that 
his picture would be accepted. 


On opening day Delacroix went to

He was wandering disconsolately 
about, when he noticed a great crowd 
before a picture. He drew near. It was 
his "Dante and Y-irgil." But it was in 
a magnificent, richly gilded frame, as 
fine a product of the picture mounter's 
art as could be found in Paris. Aston- 
ished, he sought Baron Gros, head of 
the examining committee. As soon as 
young Delacroix introduced himself 
Gros seized his hand and congratulated 
him with true 
Gallic enthusiasm

Ordinary tumblers will hold water 


because the globules of water are too 
big to squeeze through the glass. But 
glass is as full of holes as a sponge, 
and air blows right through it because 
the specks of air are smaller than the 
holes.

seal up the vessel, pump out all the 
air, then ring the bell inside, and you 
hear nothing.

The Chimney. 


Where wood is much used as a fuel,
